Six fines aggrecnting $1,160. im­ 
posed by Judge Donald P. McPher­ 
son upon alleged violators of va­ 
rious motor laws from 1926 to 1930. 
inclusive, and paid in error by W. 
A. Oeiselman. clerk of the courts. 
to the county commissioners and 
the county treasurer, should have 
been paid to the state treasurer for 
the use of the motor vehicle fund, 
J. L Williams, solicitor for the com­ 
missioners. said in an opinion re­ 
ceived at the commissioners’ office 
today. 
Mr Williams advised the commis­ 
sioners to pay $1,160 to the state 
department of revenue for use of the 
bureau of motor vehicles, and ap­ 
proved the bill for payment.

Mr. Williams' Opinion 
Mr Williams' opinion to the com­ 
missioners, given in the form of a 
letter, follows; 
“Sometime ago the department of 
revenue, bureau of motor vehicles, of 
the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
presented their claim against Adams 
county in the sum of $1660 
for 
motor fines paid in error by the 
clerk of the court of quarter ses­ 
sions to you covering the period 
PVom April term. 1926. to November 
*MOTn, 1930 inclusive 
“This claim 
originally 
involved 
seven cases, six of the defendants 
being charged with 
operating 
a 
motor vehicle while intoxicated and 
the seventh reckless driving 
In one 
case the court directed that the fine 
be paid to the county of Adams and 
the department of revenue at first 
included this in their demand How­ 
ever after a consultation between 
myself and an inspector from the 
department we agreed this item 
should be dropped by reason of the 
special order of the court In this 
case. 
“I have looked closely into the 
provisions of the various motor laws 
from April. 1926, to November. 1930 
as to the disposition of fines im­ 
posed for violations, and I am of 
the opinion that the six fines on the 
attached statement and aggregating 
the sum of $1160 should have been 
paid into the state treasury for the 
use of the motor vehicle fund and 
not to the commissioners and the 
treasurer of Adams county. 
"I am therefore under the neces­ 
sity of advising you to pay the an­ 
nexed bill In the sum of $1160 unto 
the department of revenue of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania, for 
the use of the bureau of motor 
vehicles and which payment I have 
approved.”

Is Fatal. 


Stricken with a heart attack in 
his sleep, Albertus Rudisill, 55, of 
131 South Fourth street, a Gettys­ 
burg 
battlefield 
employe 
for 
18 
years, died at 2:30 o'clock this morn­ 
ing before a physician arrived. 
Shortly after 2 o’clock, Mrs. Rudi­ 
sill heard her husband moaning and 
tried to arouse him. but was unsuc­ 
cessful. 
She then called a phy­ 
sician, but before the doctor ar­ 
rived Mr. Rudisill was dead. 
Dr.

Health Appeared Good 
Mr Rudisill worked all day, Wed­ 
nesday, and retired in seemingly 
good health. He lived about 20 min­ 
utes after Mrs. Rudisill was awaken­ 
ed. 
The deceased was born in Mt. 
Pleasant township, the youngest son 
of the late John and Anna (Bow­ 
man) Rudisill, and spent most of his 
life in that township. For the past 
five years, however, he resided in 
Gettysburg.

Harry E. Williams, 23 years old, 
was shot and almost instantly killed 
while hunting in the Black Hills sec­ 
tion of the 8outh mountains Wed­ 
nesday west of here. 
The bullet 
from a deer rifle passed through his 
body at the abdomen. 
The man, who lived in Canal 
street, Lebanon, was hunting with 
his brother. Fred Williams and An­

A deer sprang into view and ran 
in front of Harry, who was stand­ 
ing on a slope. 
State police were 
told that two of the group fired at 
it. 
Harry cried out “I am shot” and 
fell. 
He died before aid could 
reach him. 
The body was taken to the un­ 
dertaking establishment of Kraiss 
Brothers, in Chambersburg, where 
Dr. 8. D. 8hull, of Chambersburg, 
Franklin county coroner, performed 
an autopsy.

In the political arena, Adams 
county will likely receive another 
solar plexus blow—republicans and 
democrats alike—through the re­ 
apportionment of the state con­ 
gressional districts whereby Frank­ 
lin county has been tacked on to 
Adams and York counties to com­ 
prise the new twenty-second dis­ 
trict. 
Yesterday, in this column, 
it 
was shown by registration figures 
"cf inc three counties how a han­ 
dicap was placed upon democrats 
in a congressional election by the 
addition of Franklin county to the 
district, through the 
fact that 
whereas the old York-Adams dis­ 
trict was a 50-50 break between 
democrats and republicans in the 
matter 
of 
normal 
registration, 
Franklin county comes in with a 
normal two-to-one legislation in 
favor of the 
republicans, giving 
the democrats a handicap of ap­ 
proximately 8,500 normal repub­ 
lican votes to overcome if they 
are 
to 
vin 
the 
congressional 
trophy.

The same figures, as reflected 
by registrations, are likely to pre­ 
vent both republicans and demo­ 
crats 
lr. 
Adams

from 
naming delegates to the national 
political conventions which select 
the presidential 
candidates, al­ 
though the democrats have a bet­ 
ter chance to drive for a compro­ 
mise in this respect that do the 
republicans. 
While

licans of Franklin county out­ 
number the republicans of Ad­ 
ams county nearly 
two to one. 
the democrats of Franklin county 
have a smaller registration than 
the democrats of Adams county.

Under the rules and regulation* 
governing 
election 
of 
national 
convention delegates, which are 
fixed by the respective national 
committees and not by law. seven 
delegates-at-large and two dele­ 
gates 
from 
each 
congressional 
district in Pennsylvania will 
be 
elected in the primaries April 12. 
The seven delegates at large are 
usually "slated" by both Old Par­ 
ties from among state officials or 
outstanding state leaders in the 
respective parties.

Heretofore, a very amiable sit­ 
uation has 
existed in 
the old 
York - Adams 
district 
whereby 
each county has contributed one 
of the two delegates to each of 
the national conventions. Adams 
county, therefore, always had 
a 
"voice” in the selection of the 
candidate for President, both on 
the democratic 
and republican 
tickets. For instance, in 1924, I. 
L. 
Taylor, of 
Gettysburg, and 
Carey E Etnier, of York, went to 
the republican convention which 


renominated 
Coolidge, 
while 
Charles B Dougherty, of Gettys­ 
burg, and 
Harvey A. Gross, 
of 
York, 
went 
to the convention 
which nominated John W. Davis 
as the democratic standard bear­ 
er 
In 1928. Colonel J. L. Wil- 
limas. of Gettysburg, and Josiah 
W. Gitt, of 
Hanover and York, 
went to the democratic conven­ 
tion which nominated Al Smith, 
while I. L. Taylor and Carey Et­ 
nier were again elected by the re­ 
publicans to represent this dis­ 
trict in the republican conven­ 
tion which nominated Hoover.

In the old eighteenth congres­ 
sional district, commonly known 
in political circles as the "shoe­ 
string district," to which Franklin 
county formerly belonged, there 
were eight counties. Fulton, Hunt­ 
ingdon, Juniata, 
Mifflin, Perry. 
Snyder and Union being tacked on 
with Franklin. Franklin county 
contributed the largest number of 
votes of any county to both the 
republican and democratic totals. 
Franklin 
had 
nearly 
twice 
as 
many republican votes as Hunt­ 
ingdon. the next largest repub­ 
lican county, or Mifflin, the third 
three counties in the district to­ 
gether. 
Consequently, Franklin 
county republican leaders were in 
a position to “read the law” to 
the other counties in the district 
to a certain 
extent. The 
dis­ 
trict was rqore thap fpur4to .o p e. 
republican. Under the re-appor­ 
tionment. the old eighteenth dis­ 
trict, with Franklin severed from 
it, continues to be largely repub­ 
lican. Democratic 
leaders 
will 
tell you that the republican ad­ 
ministration which arranged the 
re-apportionment took good care 
of that. So they did; so they did.

What Franklin county will de­ 
mand under the new alignment 
is, of course, problematical at this 
stage. It is a well known fact 
that State Senator C lip p in g , of 
the 
Adams-Franklin 
senatorial 
district, wants to go back to the 
senate as the republican candi­ 
date from the district. That is 
one 
thing 
Franklin 
republican 
leaders are going to insist upon. 
Whether 
Franklin 
republicans 
will bring forth a candidate for 
congress has not yet been hinted; 
the fact that they yielded 
to 
Huntingdon in the old "shoe­ 
string district” leads some to feel 
that they will yield to York or 
Adams in that respect. Certain 
it is, Franklin is going to demand 
its share of political favors and is 
in a position to do so from the 
Adams county numerical point of 
view. But just what Franklin will 
demand of both democratic and 
republican parties in the matter
